ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 


TOWNSEND,  MARCH  7,  1921 

Agreeably  to  warrant  the  annual  town  meeting  was  held  on  the 
above  date,  in  Memorial  hall. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  town  clerk  at  6  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  the  warrant  as  far  as  Article  1  was  read. 

On  motion  of  G.  L.  Whitcomb,  it  was  voted  that  the  further 
reading  of  the  warrant  be  deferred  until  1  o'clock. 

The  vote  was  unanimous. 

The  constable's  service  of  the  warrant  was  read  by  the  clerk. 

G.  L.  Whitcomb  nominated  T.  E.  Flarity  for  moderator. 

On  motion  of  G.  L.  Whitcomb,  voted  that  the  town  clerk  cast 
one  ballot  for  T.  E.  Flarity  for  moderator. 

The  ballot  was  taken  and  T.  E.  Flarity  was  declared  elected  as 
moderator. 

The  moderator  was  sworn  by  the  town  clerk. 

G.  E.  Gates,  Mrs.  F.  N.  Boutelle,  Mrs.  Agnes  Sherwin  were 
sworn  as  ballot  clerks  by  the  town  clerk. 

Robert  S.  Misner,  Robert  A.  Copeland,  Mrs.  F.  M.  Warren, 
Mrs.  Iva  Worcester,  Lyman  A.  Cook  and  Mrs.  W.  A.  Russell  were 
sworn  as  tellers  by  the  town  clerk. 

The  ballots,  tally  sheets,  etc.,  were  placed  in  charge  of  the 
chairman  of  the  election  officers,  who  gave  a  proper  receipt  for  the 
same,  and  the  polls  were  declared  open. 

The  meeting  in  town  affairs  was  called  to  order  at  1  o'clock  by 
the  moderator. 

Action  on  the  several  articles  of  the  warrant  was  taken  as  fol- 
lows: 

Article  2.  Voted  that  the  appointment  of  public  weighers, 
cullers  of  hoops  and  staves,  fence  viewers,  and  surveyors  of  wood, 
bark  and  lumber,  be  left  with  the  selectmen. 

The  vote  was  unanimous. 
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Art.  3.  Voted  to  accept  the  printed  reports  of  the  officers  and 
committees  of  the  town. 

The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  4.  The  moderator  stated  that  unless  objections  were 
raised  the  several  amounts  raised  and  appropriated  would  be  ex- 
pended under  the  directions  of  the  heads  of  departments  making  the 
recommendations.     No  objection  was  raised,  and  it  was  so  ordered.

Art.  5.  Voted  that  the  selectmen  be  a  committee  for  the  sup- 
pression of  vice  and  to  prosecute  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
in  this  town. 

Art.  6.  Voted  that  the  selectmen  act  as  agents  of,  the  town  to 
prosecute  and  defend  all  suits  on  behalf  of  the  town. 

Art.  7.  Voted  that  the  money  refunded  to  the  town  on  ac- 
count of  dog  licenses  be  used  for  the  public  library. 

Art.  8.  Voted,  that  the  town  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  from  time  to 
time,  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
January  1,  1921,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  with- 
in one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to  be  paid 
from  the  revenue  of  the  said  financial  year. 

Art.  9.  Voted,  that  the  treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing $3,000.00  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year 
beginning  January  1,  1922,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  pay- 
able within  one  year,  any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this  vote  to 
be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year,  and  that  no  part  be 
used  for  the  payment  of  any  bills  for  1921.    The  vote  was  unanimous. 
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Art.  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  cutting  brush  on  the  sides  of  the  highways  of  the  town.  The  vote 
was  unanimous. 

Art.  I  I.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $800.00 
for  painting  and  repairs  on  Memorial  hall  building. 

Art.  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00 
and  elect  a  director  for  demonstration  work  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics,  and  the  money  to  be  expended  by,  and  the  director  to 
serve  in  co-operation  with,  the  county  trustees  for  aid  to  agriculture, 
of  the  Middlesex  county  bureau  of  agriculture  and  home  economics, 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  273,  General  Acts  of  1  9  1  8 ;  it  being 
understood  that  $50.00  of  this  amount  shall  be  used  to  provide  local 
paid  supervision  of  boys'  and  girls'  club  work.  The  vote  was  unani- 
mous. 

Art.  13.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00 
to  repair  or  reconstruct  the  present  sanitary  arrangements  at  the 
Center  school  building.    The  vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  1  4.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  sum  for 
placing  two  electric  lights  on  the  turnpike  road. 

Art.  15.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  necessary  sum  for 
placing  one  electric  street  light  near  the  house  of  Emily  Cutting  in 
West  Townsend. 

Art.  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00 
for  the  care  of  soldiers'  graves  in  the  cemeteries  of  the  town. 

Art.  17.  A  letter  from  a  bridge  engineer  was  read  by  Mr.  Win- 
chester. Voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  investi- 
gated the  condition  of  the  bridge  and  report  at  the  next  town  meet- 
ing. 

Committee  appointed  by  the  moderator:  G.  C.  Winchester, 
G.  H.  Tenney  and  F.  H.  Ormsby. 

Art.  1  8.  Mr.  Montgomery  of  Ayer  was  given  the  courtesy  of 
the  floor  and  gave  a  short  talk  on  the  use  of  a  tractor  for  highway 
purposes.  Remarks  on  the  subject  matter  were  made  by  Highway 
Surveyors  Donovan,  Tenney  and  King,  and  others.  Voted  that  the 
three  highway  surveyors  be  a  committee  to  look  into  the  matter  of 
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the  advisability  of  the  purchase  of  a  tractor  for  highway  work,  and  if 
in  their  judgment  they  thought  it  best,  to  arrange  for  a  public  demon- 
stration of  the  use  of  various  tractors,  and  to  report  their  recommen- 
dations at  some  future  meeting.  On  the  recommendation  of  Mr. 
Tenney  the  selectmen  were  added  to  that  committee. 

Art.  19.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $150.00 
for  general  improvements  at  the  West  Townsend  cemetery.  The 
vote  was  unanimous. 

Art.  20.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $625.00 
for  the  purchase  of  new  fire  hose  for  use  at  Townsend  Harbor. 

Art.  2  1 .  Voted  that  the  board  of,  engineers  have  permission 
to  have  the  Ford  fire  truck  now  located  at  the  Harbor  repaired  and 
place  for  future  use  at  the  engine  house  in  the  Center. 

Voted  that  the  polls  be  kept  open  until  4  o'clock. 

Art.  22.  Voted,  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  in- 
vestigate the  cost  and  advisability  of  installing  some  thing  for  a  fire 
alarm  system,  the  committee  to  report  at  some  future  town  meeting. 
The  moderator  appointed  the  following  committee:  J.  J.  Piper,  C. 
A.  Packard  and  Mrs.  R.  G.  Fessenden. 

Art.  23.  Voted,  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $75.00  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  small  dam  in  the  brook  near 
the  residence  of  Martha  J.  Hildreth,  for  use  by  the  steamer  in  case 
of  fire,  the  same  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of 
engineers. 

Art.  24.     Voted  to  pass  the  article. 

Art.  25.  Voted  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the 
moderator  to  investigate  the  needs  of  a  public  health  nurse,  and  re- 
port their  recommendations  at  some  future  town  meeting. 

The  moderator  appointed  as  that  committee:  Mr.  John  Bacon, 
Mr.  F.  H.  Ormsby  and  Mrs.  Robert  A.  Copeland. 

Art.  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00 
for  the  purpose  of  draining  Maple  street  at  Townsend  Center. 

Art.  27.  Voted  to  have  the  money  raised  for  the  repairs  of 
highways  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  selectmen  the  same 
to  take  effect  March  6,  1921. 
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Art.  28.  Voted  to  accept  from  the  estate  of  Frederick  Whit- 
ney, of  Ayer,  the  sum  of  $100.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to 
be  expended  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the  Whitney  lot  in  West  Town- 
send  cemetery. 

Art.  29.  Voted  to  accept  from  Georgianna  T.  Moore  the  sum 
of  $100.00,  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  expended  for  per- 
petual care  of  the  Harrison  Moore  lot  in  the  Center  cemetery. 

Art.  30.  Voted  to  accept  from  the  estate  of  Abbie  E.  Bruce 
the  sum  of  $150.00,  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  for 
perpetual  care  of  the  Bruce  lot  in  the  Center  cemetery. 

Art.  3 1 .  Voted  to  accept  from  Eunice  A.  Evans  the  sum  of 
$50.00  in  trust,  the  income  therefrom  to  be  used  for  perpetual  care 
of  the  Evans  lot  in  the  Center  cemetery. 

Art.  32.  On  motion  of  T.  E.  Flarity,  voted  that  the  sum  of 
$200.00  be  raised  and  appropriated  and  added  to  the  amount  already 
raised  and  appropriated  for  selectmen's  expenses,  for  the  purchase 
of  a  new  adding  machine. 

The  following  report  was  read  by  G.  L.  Whitcomb: 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  November  meeting  to  investi- 
gate the  feasibility  of  procuring  a  suitable  place  for  indoor  sports  for 
the  young  people  of  Townsend,  after  several  meetings  and  delibera- 
tions, are  unable  to  bring  to  the  voters  any  specific  plan  calling  for 
action  at  this  time.  In  arriving  at  this  conclusion,  your  committee  has 
considered  the  possibility  of  remodeling  buildings  which  have  been 
suggested  as  available.  Considering  the  expense  necessary  for  the 
purchase  of  any  building  or  buildings,  together  with  the  cost  of  re- 
modeling, furnishing,  etc.,  your  committee  deemed  it  would  be  bet- 
ter economy  for  the  town,  (if  the  town  is  to  consider  a  new  school 
building  within  a  few  years,  as  we  are  told)  to  plan  for  a  suitable 
place  for  sports  in  the  basement  of,  such  a  building,  in  other  words 
building  a  gymnasium  with  all  the  modern  equipment  therein,  not 
only  for  the  use  of  the  school  children,  but  for  the  young  people  of 
the  town. 
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Such  a  plan  would  be  building  for  the  future  a  monument  bene- 
ficial to  the  young  people  both  mentally,  morally  and  physically.

To  the  Citizens  of  Townsend : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  investigate  the  unpaid  taxes  for 
the  years  1909-1910-1912  made  a  report  of  progress  at  the  town 
meeting  held  Nov.  2,  1920,  and  requested  further  time  in  which  to 
complete  their  work,  which  was  granted.  Since  that  time  abatements 
have  been  made  by  the  assessors  (see  page  1  1  3  of  the  town  report) 
and  collections  made  by  the  collector  leaving  a  balance  of  $7.26  for 
1909,  $20.58  for  1910  and  $39.82  for  1912  together  with  a  moth 
tax  of  $17.85  for  1912,  (see  pages  142  and  144  of  town  report), 
leaving  a  total  of  $85.5  1  due  for  the  three  years,  at  the  time  of  clos-, 
ing  the  town  books.  This  amount  has  now  been  collected  by  the  tax 
collector,  turned  over  to  the  treasurer  who  has  given  his  receipt  for 
the  same,  and  will  appear  as  balanced  in  our  next  town  report. 

We  congratulate  the  town  on  the  wiping  out  of  the  old  taxes.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Townsend : 

As  chairman  I  wrote,  in  1921,  my  first  report  which  was  to  cover 
the  calendar  year's  work  for  1920.  The  desire  of  my  co-laborers  is 
that  this  year's  work  should  be  covered  as  the  School  Board  sees  it. 
In  years  gone  by  the  school  committee  used  to  render  their  report  for 
the  school  year  which  commenced  upon  July  1  st  and  ended  upon  the 
last  day  of  June,  following,  a  plan  which  gave  an  outline  of  a  year's 
school  work.  By  this  statement  it  is  evident  that  your  school  board, 
today,  works  at  a  certain  disadvantage:  our  financial  estimates  must 
be  made  for  the  financial  year  which  covers  the  balance  of  one  school 
year's  program  and  the  commencement  of  another,  unplanned  for  in 
details, — an  unknown  factor  as  to  teachers,  janitors,  transportation 
and  supplies  needed  to  meet  the  academic  year.  Turning  back  in  the 
history  of  our  town,  we  find,  in  "Annual  Report  of  the  Superintend- 
ing School  Committee"  for  "1875-6"  these  words:  "There  are  some 
in  the  present,  as  there  have  been  in  the  past,  who  believe  that  the 
annual  report  of  the  school  committee  in  the  several  towns  is  a  use- 
less expenditure  of  time  and  money.  Every  resident  desires  a  detail 
statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  town  for  it  tells  of  the  loss 
or  increase  of  material  wealth  as  well  as  the  manner  in  which  the 
finances  of  the  town  have  been  conducted,  and  should  be  of  interest 
to  every  citizen.  The  statement  of  the  efforts  that  are  made  for  the 
moral  and  intellectual  culture  of  the  young  and  the  results  of  those 
efforts  in  town,  state  and  nation  should  be  of  not  less  interest  and 
value,  for  it  speaks  not  only  for  the  present  but  of  the  future  basal 
work  of  free  government,  'for  men  are  only  children  of  a  larger 
growth'." 

This  statement  might  lead  to  the  question,  what  is  education  for? 
Is  it  that  we  may  add  dollars  to  our  account,  or  that  the  state,  nation 
and  world  may  be  made  the  better? 

To  every  thoughtful  person  there  doubtless  comes  this  feeling: 
if  we  as  a  nation  are  to  be  held  together  as  a  nation,  there  must  be 
something  to  hold  us.  Whatever  Americanism  may  mean, — it  should 
not  mean  purely  selfish  individual  interests. 
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Franklin  Lane,  as  secretary  of  the  interior,  in  his  report  in  1918, 
says:  "The  man  who  knew  how  knowledge  could  be  converted  into 
power  was  the  man  for  whom  there  was  unlimited  calls.  So  it  is  in- 
creasingly to  be.  To  be  useful  is  the  test  that  society  will  put.  Each 
man's  rights  are  to  be  measured  not  by  what  he  has  but  by  what  he 
does  with  what  he  has."  Using  this  as  our  standard  should  we  not 
go  over  the  past  history  of  our  schools  and  thereby  reach  our  con- 
clusions. 

The  Financial  Side 

We  deeply  regret  that  we  have,  this  last  year,  overrun  the  ap- 
propriation assigned  us  at  the  annual  meeting  March  7,  1921.  The 
estimate  given  indicates  the  amount  to  be  $637.70.  If  the  reader  will 
kindly  turn  to  the  Treasurer's  Report,  fuel  account,  he  may  locate  a 
part  if  not  all  of  the  overdraft.  During  the  summer  we  were  advised 
to  fill  our  bins  with  coal,  and  which  we  did,  so  that  up  to  the  time  of 
writing  this,  February  first  none  has  been  ordered.  During  the  fall 
and  winter  terms  no  supervisor  of  music  has  been  employed. 

Our  work  for  the  last  two  years  has  been  under  the  law  as  out- 
lined on  Page  40  of  the  Report  of  1919. 

On  Page  99  of  the  report  for  that  year  will  also  be  found  that 
the  treasurer  received  under  the  former  law: 

State,  Mass.  Fund  $1,037.06 

State,  Supt.  Fund   625.00 

The  first  is  a  refund  upon  work  during  the  year  1918;  the  second 
was  a  refund  upon  the  work  of  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1918. 
This  work  was  done  under  the  law  before  revision. 

On  page  189  of  town  report  for  the  year  1920  will  be  found: 

State,  Mass.  School  Fund  $2,952.00 

Applied  from  State  Income  Tax.  ...  1,758.76 

Notes.  Quotations  from  report  of  1919:  "Estimated  possible 
receipts  from  the  State  Massachusetts  School  Fund,  due  March  1 0, 
(1920)  $2,900.00,  Income  Tax  Fund  for  teachers'  salaries,  due 
November  15  (1920)  $1,750.00."  The  first  is  a  reimbursement  on 
work  done  during  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1919,  and 
the  second  was  an  estimated  reimbursement  upon  the  school  year 
ending  June  30,  1920. 
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On  account  of  change  in  law  as  outlined  by  Mr.  Knight  and  a 
change  in  our  valuation  our  loss  for  the  year  1920  was  the  difference 
between  $2,938.36  and  $1,426.54. 

In  1921  the  board  endeavored  to  try  and  make  good  the  above 
loss  from  a  financial  standpoint,  and  also  from  an  educational  stand- 
point to  advance  our  standard  of  efficiency.  We  leave  the  readers 
to  decide. 

On  page  1  27  of  report  for  the  year  1920  will  be  found  the  esti- 
mated account  due  March  10,  1921:  $1,426.00  (see  this  year's 
report  for  amount  received.)  On  March  10,  1922,  the  town  should 
receive,  if,  our  claims  are  accepted  $2,928.90  and  on  November  the 
fifteenth  aproximately  the  amount  received  last  November.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Our  high  school  has  been  reorganized  on  a  six  year  plan  with 
grades  seven  and  eight  included  on  the  one  session  schedule.  Five 
teachers  do  departmental  work  in  these  grades.  The  courses  of  study 
have  been  revised  for  grades  seven  and  eight  in  French,  mathematics, 
civics  and  general  science  and  the  seventh  grade  has  been  made  the 
beginning  of  the  high  school  training.  The  two  grades  have  been 
included  in  the  opening  exercises,  physical  training,  and  all  the  high 
school  activities.  This  reorganization  appears  to  be  highly  satisfac- 
tory within  the  school  and  improves  the  old  high  school  fully  as  much 
as  it  does  the  grades  included.  Satisfactory  teachers  are  attracted  by 
positions  which  require  preparation  in  only  one  or  at  least  not  more 
than  two  subjects  and  any  teacher  of  upper  grades  can  do  better  work 
under  such  conditions.  The  supply  of  normal  graduates  who  are  pro- 
ficient teachers  in  grades  seven  and  eight  is  decidedly  inadequate  and 
college  graduates  will  not  accept  such  positions.  The  college  grad- 
uates will  teach  their  special  subjects  in  these  grades  if  they  may  also 
teach  in  the  high  school  and  are  the  most  available  candidates  for 
these  positions. 

The  interest  shown  by  the  grade  pupils  indicates  that  the  school 
appeals  to  them.  They  may  lose  something  by  not  having  the  per- 
sonal attention  of  one  teacher  but  they  will  adapt  themselves  quite 
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early  to  high  school  conditions  so  they  may  have  less  trouble  when 
they  attack  the  regular  subjects  of  the  old  high  school.  I  am  surprised 
that  the  one-session  is  satisfactory  to  the  parents.  If  the  hours  for  all 
our  schools  were  the  same  we  could  transport  high  school  pupils 
along  with  grade  pupils  at  very  little  extra  expense.  In  justice  to  the 
taxpayers  it  cannot  be  done  except  on  the  regular  school  barges  that 
carry  the  grade  pupils.  I  suggest  that  the  parents  consider  this  propo- 
sition carefully. 

The  junior  and  senior  high  schools  received  excellent  training  in 
military  formations  during  the  fall  term  in  preparation  for  physical 
training  to  be  given  later.  This  work  was  of  unusual  merit,  and  I 
hope  the  physical  training  may  be  of  the  same  high  standard.  I 
believe  the  time  will  come  when,  with  proper  clothing  and  suitable 
dressing  rooms,  the  physical  exercises  may  be  given  out  of  doors  even 
in  the  worst  weather  of  winter.  This  training  has  been  interrupted 
until  the  spring  weather  again  permits  the  school  to  work  in  the  open. 
Perhaps  the  new  school  building  will  provide  a  gymnasium  where 
this  training  which  is  required  by  law  may  be  continued  during  the 
winter.  The  grade  teachers  deserve  special  credit  for  the  improved 
discipline  on  the  playground  and  the  supervised  play  at  recess. 

The  greatest  improvement  of  the  year  was  the  addition  of  two 
teachers  for  our  primary  schools  as  voted  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing. For  this  purpose  $1500  was  voted  for  salaries  and  equipment. 
The  Center  school  opened  March  22  and  West  school  March  28.  At 
the  Center  the  lunch  room  was  used  for  recitations  and  the  teacher 
took  classes  alternate  periods  from  the  second  grade  and  from  the 
third  grade.  By  this  plan  the  teachers  were  able  to  give  more  time 
to  each  of,  the  first  four  grades.  At  the  West  school  we  had  two 
teachers  with  three  grades  each.  The  new  teacher  took  grade  three 
from  the  primary  room  and  grade  four  from  the  intermediate  room, 
which  made  two  grades  in  each  of  four  rooms.  In  both  buildings  the 
results  have  more  than  justified  the  expenditure  The  announcement 
was  made  at  town  meeting  that  the  state  reimbursement  would  be 
large  on  account  of  these  two  extra  teachers.  Up  to  Jan.  1 ,  we  had 
paid  these  two  teachers  $1283.50.  The  state  aid  received  or  to  be  re- 
ceived on  account  of  these  two  teachers  up  to  the  same  date  was 
$949.27,  which  made  the  net  cost  to  the  town,  exclusive  of  expendi- 
ture for  equipment  of  the  rooms,  $334.23. 
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No  music  teacher  has  been  employed  this  year  on  account  of  the 
train  service.  Unless  the  time  of  trains  is  changed  it  will  be  well  to 
combine  this  po-ition  with  that  of  some  other  teaching  position.  The 
distribution  of  the  General  School  Fund  as  it  applies  to  Town3end 
encourages  us  to  hire  full  time  teachers  only.  We  would  receive  ap- 
proximately $700  from  the  state  for  each  regular  full  time  teacher 
added  to  our  present  teaching  force,  but  we  would  receive  nothing 
from  the  General  School  Fund  for  each  part-time  teacher.  Under 
our  usual  plan  we  have  a  special  teacher  one  day  a  week.  We  could 
employ  a  teacher  four  days  more  a  week  at  very  little  additional 
expense.  It  likely  would  be  impossible  to  secure  a  specialist  who 
would  accept  a  position  requiring  her  to  teach  other  subjects  the 
major  portion  of  her  time,  but  we  probably  could  find  a  teacher  with 
sufficient  preparation  for  our  needs.  If  we  can  secure  such  special 
teachers  we  can  prevent  much  loss  of  time.  For  every  day  the  super- 
visors teach  the  regular  room  teachers  lose  a  day.  If  the  special 
teachers  can  take  full  charge  of  their  own  subjects  under  departmental 
teaching  there  will  be  a  saving  of  teaching  force  that  can  be  applied 
to  other  subjects.  This  is  a  matter  that  cannot  be  adjusted  properly 
without  sufficient  room. 

All  our  changes  have  been  on  the  line  of  improving  the  instruc- 
tion in  the  subjects  now  offered  in  our  schools.  No  effort  has  been 
made  to  add  new  subjects  or  to  make  use  of  manual  training,  domes- 
tic science,  and  home  activities  in  educating  our  young  people.  The 
farm  bureau  tries  to  show  the  small  towns  by  training  small  groups 
that  there  are  educational  possibilities  in  home  activities.  Any  of  this 
work  can  be  done  much  better  by  our  schools  and  such  objectionable 
features  as  working  for  prizes  and  patronizing  fairs  can  be  eliminated. 
If  there  is  real  interest  in  this  work  it  is  not  now  beyond  our  reach. 
Capable  instructors  might  be  employed  in  the  same  way  I  have  sug- 
gested in  regard  to  music.  The  farm  bureau  deserves  great  credit  for 
awakening  this  interest  in  country  places. 

Our  transportation  problem  needs  serious  consideration.  We 
must  devise  two  systems  of  covering  our  town  with  routes;  one  for 
good  roads  when  the  automobile  can  be  used,  and  one  f,or  winter 
when  some  of  the  routes  require  horse  drawn  vehicles.  The  intro- 
duction of  the  junior  high  school  has  further  complicated  the  prob- 
lem. The  law  does  not  discriminate  between  grade  pupils  and  high 
school  pupils  nor  between  junior  high  school  pupils  and  senior  high 
school  pupils  but  provision  is  made  that  any  pupil  who  is  required  to 
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walk  more  than  two  miles  may  appeal  to  the  state  department  of 
education  for  an  investigation,  etc.,  etc.  We  should  make  our  plans 
to  fit  these  requirements  before  we  are  forced  to  do  so  at  a  time  it 
may  be  inconvenient  to  make  changes.  We  may  be  required  to  make 
the  school  hours  fit  into  our  scheme  of  transportation.  The  chief 
objection  presented  to  a  two  session  plan  is  that  the  ninety-minute 
noon  recess  is  too  long  for  those  who  are  transported.  No  doubt  this 
objection  holds  good  in  regard  to  the  grade  pupils  who  are  trans- 
ported now.  Even  this  recess  need  not  be  its  present  length;  or  the 
close  supervision  of  this  period  and  possibly  the  provision  of  a  gym- 
nasium might  make  the  present  length  quite  desirable. 

In  the  winter  there  is  enough  energy  lost  by  return  trips  of  our 
barges  and  by  days  lost  on  account  of  blocked  roads  if,  properly  ap- 
plied to  keep  all  our  roads  open  for  automobile  travel.  At  least  part 
of  this  might  be  saved.  To  be  specific:  The  Bayberry  hill  barge 
at  present  costs  six  dollars  a  day.  This  barge  could  be  secured  to 
start  from  the  extreme  end  of  that  route  at  eight  o'clock  and  could 
travel  the  three  miles  to  school  before  nine  o'clock.  Part  of  the  time 
between  nine  and  three-thirty  could  be  given  to  the  highway  depart- 
ment. The  barge  would  then  reach  home  at  four-thirty.  Similar 
statements  might  be  made  about  other  school  routes.  The  school 
committee  and  the  highway  surveyors  jointly  should  undertake  the 
solution  of  our  transportation  problem. 

A  record  might  be  made  of  the  following  repairs  or  improve- 
ments in  equipment.  At  West  a  new  school  room  was  equipped  for 
grades  three  and  four.  This  included  the  painting  of  the  room, 
equipping  with  blackboards,  the  purchase  of  teacher's  desk  and  ten 
desks  for  pupils.  The  four  rooms  were  supplied  with  built-in  book 
closets.  A  new  fence  was  built  on  the  east  side  of  the  lot  and  several 
minor  repairs  were  made  on  the  building.  At  the  Center  a  new  stove 
was  purchased  for  the  hall  loaned  us  for  school  purposes  and  sixteen 
new  desks  were  provided  for  the  high  school.  A  few  ceilings 
were  painted  and  two  rooms  were  papered.  The  toilets  were  over- 
hauled and  a  new  cesspool  was  dug.  The  most  noticeable  improve- 
ment was  the  leveling  of  the  west  side  of  the  Center  school  yard.  For 
many  years  the  children  had  been  prevented  from  the  free  use  of  this 
yard  by  the  rough  and  rocky  surface.  What  was  feared  as  a  ledge 
proved  to  be  only  a  pile  of  bowlders  which  could  be  removed.  The 
job  is  incomplete  in  that  the  rocks  have  not  been  removed  from  the 
school  grounds,  but  I  hope  these  may  be  used  in  the  foundation  of,  a 
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new  building.  This  new  playground  has  been  used  by  the  primary 
pupils  while  the  intermediate  pupils  have  the  field  across  the  street. 
The  improvement  in  discipline  at  recess  fully  justifies  the  expendi- 
ture. 

When  the  Spring  Water  Company  ceased  to  operate  in  our  town 
we  were  forced  to  find  a  new  source  of  drinking  water  supply.  An 
analysis  of  the  Brook  road  spring  water  showed  it  to  be  first  class. 
We  cemented  the  spring  and  purchased  a  supply  of  water  coolers. 
The  cost  of  cementing  and  the  equipment  was  about  $225.  We  now 
have  a  supply  of  spring  water  carted  to  the  West  and  Center  build 
ings  in  five  gallon  bottles.  While  this  is  not  an  ideal  equipment  for 
supplying  drinking  water  it  is  the  be§t  we  ever  have  had. 

The  Center  building  has  six  class  rooms,  but  in  this  building  we 
have  nine  teachers.  One  of  the  three  extra  teachers  occupies  a  small 
class  room  on  the  second  foor,  another  the  wash  room  on  the  first 
floor,  and  the  third  a  room  loaned  by  the  Odd  Fellows  on  the  third 
floor.  It  is  better  to  use  the  wash  room  or  even  the  basement  for 
recitations  than  not  to  give  the  pupils  the  number  of  teachers  they 
need,  but  we  have  reached  the  point  where  further  improvements 
are  impossible  without  better  rooms.  It  is  not  alone  the  increased 
attndance  that  has  caused  this  demand  for  additional  school  room, 
but  the  improvements  in  the  school  system  have  shown  that  the  old 
building  is  a  serious  handicap.  At  times  there  are  four  teachers  each 
teaching  in  a  room  less  than  sixteen  feet  square.  The  fire  hazard  and 
the  faulty  heating  plant  have  been  spoken  of,  but  even  though  serious 
these  are  not  the  principal  defects  of  the  building.  We  need  at  least 
four  additional  school  rooms.  At  a  recent  special  town  meeting  a 
committee  of  ten  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  Center  building 
and  to  make  recommendations  for  improvements  at  the  annual  town 
meeting.    We  will  await  their  recommendations  with  much  interest. 

School  conditions  have  been  improved  greatly  during  the  year. 
The  two  primary  teachers  employed  last  spring  improved  the  first  six 
grades  at  West  Townsend  and  the  first  four  grades  at  the  Center. 
Then  the  introduction  of  the  junior  high  school  with  an  additional 
teacher  offered  better  facilities  in  grades  seven  to  twelve.  We  also 
gave  the  intermediate  room  at  the  Center  containing  grades  five  and 
six  the  services  of  two  high  school  teachers  one  period  each.  The 
grammar  room  at  West  has  been  given  an  additional  special  teacher 
of  French  three  periods  a  week.    With  the  exception  of  the  Harbor 
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every  room  and  grade  in  town  has  been  strengthend  by  the  addition 
of  teaching  force  or  by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils.  It  is 
very  difficult  to  measure  results  in  education,  but  our  facilities  are  far 
superior  to  those  of  a  year  ago,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  results  are  justifying  the  changes  made.

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Sir: 

I  hereby  submit  my  third  report. 

Without  doubt  the  most  noteworthy  change  in  our  schools  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  been  the  establishment  of  a  six  year  high  school, 
accomplished  by  the  incorporation  into  the  high  school  of  the  seventh 
and  eights  grades  at  the  Center  school.  This  was  of  immediate  bene- 
fit in  that  it  has  permitted  an  increase  in  the  departmentalization  of 
instruction.  For  example,  we  now  have,  an  English  teacher  who 
teaches  all  the  English  given  from  the  seventh  grade  through  the 
high  school.  There  were  formerly  in  the  four  year  high  school  not 
enough  classes  in  English  to  need  all  the  time  of  one  teacher,  with 
the  result  that  the  teacher  or  teachers  of,  English  had  to  teach  other 
unrelated  subjects.  Most  of  the  teachers  had  to  teach  several  sub- 
jects in  which  they  were  by  no  means  specialists. 

Another  advantage  lies  in  the  fact  that  seventh  and  eighth  grade 
pupils  are  removed  from  the  group  which  is  obliged  to  spend  the  noon 
hour  in  idleness  at  the  school  building  while  awaiting  the  return  from 
the  noon  meal  of  the  grade  teachers  and  the  other  pupils  who  live  in 
the  village.  Pupils  in  the  lower  six  grades  have  usually  not  reached 
the  age  when  anti-social  tendencies  are  most  manifest,  and  with 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  pupils  now  removed  from  the  group  which 
remains  at  noon,  the  discipline  at  this  time  has  become  comparatively 
simple. 

Other  benefits  of  the  new  plan  are  being  realized  more  gradually. 
We  shall,  to  some  extent,  be  able  to  allow  promotion  by  subject  in 
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the  seventh  and  eighth  grades.  This  will  assure  the  advancement  of 
pupils  in  subjects  in  which  they  are  successful,  and  require  the  repeti- 
tion, in  case  of  failure,  of  only  such  subjects  as  are  indispensable  as  a 
foundation  for  future  instruction  needed  by  the  pupil.  The  new  plan 
will  also  permit  the  gradual  introduction  of  new  methods  of  lesson 
assignment  and  learning  and  the  gradual  development  on  the  part 
of  the  pupils  of  the  power  of  self-control  and  self-direction. 

On  account  of  the  crowded  condition  at  our  building  it  has  been 
necessary  to  put  clesks  in  the  south  room.  While  this  provided  enough 
desks,  we  still  lacked  enough  large  rooms  to  accommodate  our  large 
classes  which  were  numerous  enough  so  that  several  of  them  must 
meet  at  one  time.  For  that  reason  we  have  been  using  the  Odd  Fel- 
lows' dining  hall  on  the  third  floor  as  a  class  room.  As  this  room 
must  still  remain  a  dining  hall  and  cannot  be  fully  adapted  to  our 
needs  and  on  account  of  the  fire  hazard  on  the  third  floor  I  cannot 
regard  the  use  of,  the  room  as  more  than  a  temporary  expedient.  I 
understand  that  at  one  time  several  years  ago  the  building  was  as 
crowded  as  it  is  now.  At  that  time  there  was  a  ninth  grade  in  the 
school  and  the  problem  was  solved  by  abolishing  the  ninth  grade.  At 
present  we  have  no  such  remedy  available.  As  the  number  of  pupils 
cannot  be  reduced  it  seems  that  the  only  solution  is  an  increase  in 
the  size  or  number  of  rooms.  I  must  add  that  our  laboratory  is  not 
sufficiently  large  for  a  school  of  forty  pupils.  Although  physical 
training  is  required  by  law  we  have  no  place  for  it  when  the  weather 
prevents  our  conducting  it  out  of  doors. 

Although  we  have  an  excellent  public  library  in  town  and  Mrs. 
Warren,  the  librarian  has  very  carefully  instructed  our  pupils  in  the 
use  of  it,  there  are  certain  standard  books  of  reference  which  should 
be  available  at  school.  If  an  annual  outlay  of  twenty-five  cents  per 
pupil  per  year  could  be  made  for  this  purpose,  we  should  be  well 
taken  care  of  in  this  respect. 

We  have  been  furnished  with  a  supply  of  the  permanent  record 
cards  designed  by  the  state  board  of  education.  These  cards  enable 
us  to  keep  the  records  in  much  better  shape.  We  have  on  hand  the 
records  of  past  years  to  which  we  need  to  refer  but  occasionally.  These 
old  records  should  be  kept  in  some  fire-proof  place  such  as  the  vault 
at  the  town  hall. 

The  efficiency  of  the  school  has  this  year  been  impaired  by  an 
epidemic  of  mumps  which  has  extended  over  a  period  of  two  months. 
In  other  years  we  have  had  similar  trouble  on  account  of  other  di- 
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seases,  for  example,  German  measles.  However  careful  the  school 
and  health  authorities  may  be,  the  spread  of,  such  contagion  cannot 
be  prevented  without  careful  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  majority 
of  the  members  of  our  community. 

We  have  required  for  graduation  the  completion  of  sixteen  units 
of  school  work,  a  unit  representing  the  successful  completion  of  a 
year's  work  in  a  subject  requiring  five  prepared  forty-minute  periods 
per  week  or  the  equivalent  thereof.  It  was  the  belief  of  the  majority 
at  the  last  State  Conference  of  High  School  Principals  that  the  total 
requirement  for  graduation  from  a  four  year  high  school  should  be 
fifteen  units  plus  ten  points,  with  the  proviso  that  a  student  failing  to 
obtain  ten  points  for  supplementary  and  extra-class  room  activities, 
but  earning  sixteen  units  may  still  be  allowed  to  graduate.  A  point 
represents  one  tenth  of  a  unit  and  may  be  awarded  for  supplementary 
courses,  such  as  physical  training,  music  and  mechanical  and  free- 
hand drawing,  or  for  extra-curriculum  activities,  such  as  school 
dramatics  and  school  journalism. 

This  plan  does  not  disagree  with  the  principle  that  pupils  of 
normal  ability  should  take  each  year  four  units  of  work  in  unit  and 
half-unit  courses.  The  reasons  for  adopting  fifteen  rather  than  six- 
teen units  were  stated  as  follows  in  1911  by  the  Committee  on  the 
Articulation  of,  High  School  and  College,  appointed  by  the  National 
Education  Association: 

"(1)     Quantity  should  be  subordinated  to  quality. 

(2)  Overstrain  should  be  eliminated  from  the  atmosphere  of 
the  school. 

(3)  There  should  be  one  unit  leeway,  inasmuch  as  failure  in 
one  unit  in  one  year  should  neither  cost  the  student  an  extra  year  nor 
tempt  the  principal  to  permit  such  student  to  try  to  carry  an  extra 
unit  the  succeeding  year. 

(4)  Students  of  exceptional  ability  should  be  permitted  to 
earn  five  units  per  year,  thereby  shortening  the  high  school  period  by 
one  year. 

(5)  Students  poor  in  ability  should  be  required  to  spend  five 
years  upon  the  course,  attempting  and  performing  three  units  each 
year,  thereby  diminishing  failures  and  reducing  excessive  per  capita 
cost  of  instruction. 
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Where  fifteen  units  is  adopted  as  the  required  number,  it  would 
seem  reasonable  that  physical  training  and  chorus  singing  should  not 
be  counted  toward  the  fifteen  units." 

The  reason  for  adopting  ten  points  is  that  ten  points  can  readily 
be  secured  by  any  pupil  in  physical  training,  music  and  drawing.  In 
addition,  the  interest  in  extra-class  room  activities  is  so  great  on  the 
part  of  many  students  that  the  large  majority  will  earn  more  than  the 
required  minimum  of  ten  points. 

With  this  requirement  for  graduation,  supplementary  courses 
and  extra-class  room  activities  would  receive  the  recognition  and  en- 
couragement which  they  deserve  and  at  the  same  time  it  would  not 
be  possible  for  the  pupil  to  substitute  them  for  the  unit  courses.  I 
recommend  that  this  plan  be  adopted. 

Although  practically  anyone  who  graduates  from  a  Massachu- 
setts high  school  may  gain  admission  to  any  of  the  state  normal 
schools,  those  who  have  spent  the  greater  part  of  the  time  in  high 
school  studying  the  traditional  courses  in  mathematics  and  foreign 
languages  are  not  well  prepared  for  the  normal  school  course.  They 
need  less  of  these  subjects  and  more  of  the  social  studies  and  science, 
especially  civics  and  biology.  With  the  subjects  which  we  now  offer 
we  can  arrange  a  curriculum  for  the  guidance  of  pupils  who  expect  to 
go  to  normal  school.  I  shall  prepare  one  for  your  approval  and  hope 
that  it  may  be  effective  with  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  year. 

Courses  which  include  laboratory  work,  if  given  by  a  high  school 
principal,  cause  him  to  be  separated  from  the  main  body  of  teachers 
and  pupils  for  a  considerable  portion  of  the  time,  making  it  difficult 
for  him  to  give  the  proper  amount  of  attention  to  the  administration, 
supervision  and  discipline  of  the  school.  Laboratory  work  needs  all 
of  a  teacher's  attention  during  the  time  it  is  carried  on.  When  new 
teachers  are  engaged,  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  one  to  take  charge 
of  courses  requiring  laboratory  work. 

The  principal  extra-curriculum  activities  of  the  school  during 
the  past  year  have  been  a  prize-speaking  contest,  a  drama  given  by 
the  senior  class,  and  athletics.  The  first  is  described  later  in  this  re- 
port. The  drama  was  prepared  during  the  fall  term  and  was  to  have 
been  given  in  December.  The  epidemic  of  mumps  caused  its  post- 
ponement until  January,  1922.  In  athletics,  in  order  for  the  school  to 
get  enough  games  to  fill  the  schedules,  it  has  been  necessary  to  play 
with  schools  much  larger  than  this  one.    The  Townsend  high  school 
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teams  have  been  as  successful  as  could  be  expected  under  such  cir- 
cumstances. Recently  some  of  the  boys  have  appeared  to  get  the 
idea  that  athletics  is  of  prime  importance  in  school  life.  On  this  ac- 
count it  may  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  reduce  the  athletic 
activities  connected  with  the  school  until  such  time  as  these  pupils 
get  the  proper  perspective.

Dear  Sir  :=:-^l  riefewitn  SuDniit  my  annual  report. 

tVhen  I  first  came  to  Townsend  to  supervise  the  drawing  and  art 
w8rk  I  taugnt  8ne  day  eafih  week  at  the  Center  school,  and  at  Town- 
sefiti  Harts?  and  West  Townsend  on  the  alternate  week.  In  this  way 
I  met  all  the  teaehers  and  pfupils  fence  in  two  weeks,  eighteen  or  nine- 
teen times  in  a  school  year.  Between  my  visits  the  teachers  taught 
specified  lessons  as  outlined.  This  arrangement  seemed  rather  in- 
adequate for  the  high  school  pupils,  so  I  changed  my  schedule  and 
taught  at  the  Center  every  Tuesday  morning,  teaching  the  grades  on 
alternate  weeks  as  before  and  teaching  the  high  school  every  week. 
This  worked  much  better  and  I  was  able  to  give  the  high  school 
pupils  credit  for  their  work. 

After  the  fourth  teacher  was  added  to  the  force  at  West  Town- 
send,  it  became  evident  that  f6ur  teachers  with  four  rooms  at  the 
West  needed  rather  more  8f  my  tifiie  than  one  room  at  the  Harbor, 
s8  it  wa§  deeided  that  I  rrlake  three  visits  to  the  former  and  one  to 
tke  latter*. 

This  /ail,  with  the  opening  of  the  junior  high  school,  it  seemed 
as  though  the  drawing  would  require  another  day  of  the  supervisor's 
time,  as  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  had  no  room  teacher  who 
would  supervise  or  help  with  their  art  work,  and  the  high  school  class, 
increased  by  new  pupils,  needed  more  time  also.  This  is  still  true, 
but  by  cutting  down  time  in  the  lower  grades,  I  have  been  able  to 
give  the  high  school  two,  and  the  junior  high  school  one,  supervised 
period.  The  junior  high  school  has  had  work  assigned  for  one  other 
period  each  week.  For  the  most  part  they  have  performed  this  work 
well,  but  I  should  like  it  better  to  be  able  to  supervise  it  myself  or  to 
have  a  special  time  for  it  under  supervision. 

The  high  school  pupils  have  made  good  progress,  especially 
those  taking  mechanical  drawing.  Some  of  these  regularly  spend  two 
or  three  periods  on  drawing  each  week  in  addition  to  the  two  spent 
in  class.  These  pupils  are  for  the  most  part  able  to  think  for  them- 
selves and  will  earn  a  half  credit.  It  would  be  satisfactory  and 
profitable  if  I  had  time  to  divide  my  large  high  school  class  into  separ- 
ate classes,  and  also  if  there  was  time  and  opportunity  for  applied 
work. 
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In  the  new  school  building  (there  will  be  one  sometime),  I  hope 
an  adequate  drawing  room  or  laboratory  will  be  provided  with  room 
for  all  the  junior  and  high  school  drawing,  and  well  provided  with 
lockers  and  closets  for  materials.  Meanwhile  let  us  use  the  facilities 
we  have  to  their  utmost  and  be  hopeful  for  better  things.

I  find  1  1  3  cases  of  enlarged  and  diseased  ton- 
sils, 1  04  pupils  with  defective  teeth. 

Several  cases  of  mal-nutrition  and  pediculosis.  A  few  cases  of 
irritable  heart.  I  consider  the  general  health  of  the  schools  improved 
over  former  years,  which  I  attribute  to  the  very  efficient  work  of  the 
Red  Cross  in  caring  for  the  teeth  and  tonsil  cases.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


REPORT  OF  CHIEF  ENGINEER 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
Dec.  31,  1921. 

Total  alarms  for  the  year  36,  of  this  number  19  were  for  chim- 
ney fires,  1  2  brush  fires,  1  call  from  out  of  town  and  4  for  fires  in 
buildings  where  damage  occurred. 

Total  loss  $2,975.00,  value  of  property  endangered  $41,300.00. 
In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  1  000  feet  of  hose  was  pur- 
chased and  placed  at  the  Harbor,  the  great  value  of  this  equipment 
for  the  Harbor  was  shown  at  the  Strout  fire,  where  it  paid  for  itself 
several  times  in  property  saved. 

I  would  recommend  that  the  town  purchase  an  additional  500 
feet  for  use  in  that  village,  with  this  amount  nearly  every  house  there 
could  be  reached. 

The  steamer  was  sent  to  Manchester  for  repairs,  the  job  has 
been  done  in  a  first  class  manner,  and  except  for  painting  which  is 
needed,  is  as  good  as  when  placed  in  commission  new. 

A  small  dam  has  been  placed  across  the  brook  near  the  resid- 
ence of  Mrs.  Martha  J.  Hildreth,  at  the  present  time  there  is  plenty 
of  water  for  fire  purposes,  there  still  remains  a  little  work  to  be  done 
to  make  this  dam  secure,  for  this  reason  I  would  ask  that  the  balance 
of  the  appropriation  be  carried  forward.

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Report  of  Demonstration  Work  in  Agriculture  and 
Home  Economics  in  the  Town  of  Townsend 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1921 

An  appropriation  of  $150  was  made  at  the  annual  town  meeting 
for  demonstration  work  under  the  direction  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Bureau  of  Agriculture  and  Home  Economics.  Following  is  a  report 
of  the  work  done  by  this  organization  in  Townsend: 

Agents  of  the  bureau  made  72  farm  and  home  visits  in  the  town 
during  the  year.  The  County  Agricultural  Agent  conducted  a  dairy 
barn  meeting,  a  poultry  culling  demonstration  and  gave  one  lecture 
during  the  year.  He  also  had  two  potato  field  demonstrations  and 
one  each  showing  the  possibilities  of  growing  legumes  and  of  pasture 
improvement. 

The  Dental  Clinic  made  its  second  return  trip  to  the  town  and 
the  work  of  previous  years  was  found  to  have  been  showing  good 
results.  Only  a  short  time  was  required  to  complete  the  work  as  com- 
pared with  the  two  years  previous. 

At  a  program  meeting  held  in  December,  plans  were  made  for 
the  coming  year.  The  Agricultural  Agent  will  hold  a  one  day  exten- 
sion school,  a  culling  demonstration  and  a  pruning  demonstration, 
also  field  tests  during  the  summer.  The  Home  Demonstration  Agent 
will  organize  study  groups  in  household  management  and  nutrition. 

Club  Agents  held  22  meetings  with  Boys'  and  Girls*  clubs.  Rev. 
A.  L.  Struthers  and  Mrs.  Harrison  Bliss  acted  as  local  leaders.  The 
garden  club  was  more  successful  than  ever  during  the  past  year. 
William  Russell,  Howard  Knight  and  Helen  Matson  were  awarded 
the  two  day  trips  to  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College.  Hester 
Russell  was  awarded  the  state  garment  making  championship  and 
canning  county  championship.  Townsend  has  had  more  ^tate  cham- 
pions than  any  other  single  town  in  the  United  States.  The  enroll- 
ment during  the  past  year  was  as  follows:

Canning  6 
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Middlesex  County  has  more  club  members  than  any  other  coun- 
ty in  the  United  States,  more  even  than  many  entire  states.  There 
were  2,712  boys  and  girls  who  made  and  produced  products  valued 
at  $44,623  during  the  past  year.  All  of  these  young  people  were 
under  the  direction  of  the  Agents  of  the  Bureau  with  the  co-operation 
of  2  76  paid  and  volunteer  local  leaders.

and  through  the  year  six  cattle  having  tuberculosis,  and  a  herd  of  8 
hogs  with  hog  cholera. 

At  the  slaughter  house  I  inspected  1  2  beeves,  5  veal,  46  swine, 
condemned  1  beef,  1  swine  as  unfit  for  food.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  laying  down  our  public  work  for  the  year  1921  what  ought 
to  have  been  done  comes  more  clearly  to  view  than  what  has  been 
done.  No  one  can  see  better  than  we  what  should  have  been  accom- 
plished, and  we  welcome  criticism  from  all  who  have  tried  to  assist 
in  making  this  a  better  town  either  by  act  or  an  encouraging  word, 
but  we  resent  criticism  from  all  others.  No  one  has  a  right  to  find 
fault  with  public  affairs  until  they  have  done  something  themselves 
to  make  them  better.  We  are  living  in  a  new  age  and  new  method 
must  be  applied  to  changed  conditions.  The  person  today  who  is  as 
busy  as  he  ought  to  be  has  no  time  to  tell  how  good  things  used  to 
be.  Public  affairs  will  never  be  right  until  every  man,  woman  and 
child  does  their  uttermost  to  make  them  right. 

The  reports  of  the  police  officers  of  the  town  will  show  it  is  ex- 
pensive business  to  attempt  to  make  people  do  right  when  they  want 
to  do  wrong.  We  have  no  apology  to  make  in  allowing  the  appro- 
priation for  the  safety  of  the  good  name  of  the  town  to  be  over- 
drawn; for  if  you  (using  you  in  the  plural)  had  done  your  part  in 
helping  to  keep  the  public  sentiment  of  the  town  where  it  ought  to 
have  been  it  never  would  have  occurred.  The  law  provides  that 
appropriations  may  be  overdrawn  in  cases  of  emergency.  We  are 
well  aware  that  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  just  what  emer- 
gency means,  but  it  is  very  clear  to  us  that  the  cases  coming  under  the 
appropriation  referred  to  were  emergencies;  and  we  further  believe 
that  you  would  have  considered  them  so  if  you  had  seen  them  from 
our  standpoint.  Paring  down  appropriations  in  March  does  not 
necessarily  make  people  behave  well  in  November. 

The  roads  in  a  country  town  are  perhaps  of  second  importance 
only  to  the  schools,  and  in  the  modernized  schools  of  today  the  roads 
are  an  important  factor  in  relation  to  the  schools.  For  the  most  part 
this  imprtant  work  has  been  managed  satisfactorily  to  both  the  town 
and  the  state.  The  state  has  contributed  $3000  towards  this  work. 
The  state  has  also  taken  over  the  road  through  West  Townsend, 
which  has  formerly  been  cared  for  by  the  town*.  We  must  consider 
that  the  introduction  of  heavy  trucks  has  made  the  road  problem 
much  more  difficult  and  expensive  than  formerly.    We  have  reason 
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to  believe  that  in  the  future  some  plan  can  be  entered  into  with  the 
state  and  county  whereby  some  permanent  road  may  be  constructed 
each  year,  providing  the  town  is  willing  to  contribute  its  share 
towards  this  work. 

We  believe  the  amount  of  taxes  due  the  town  is  far  in  excess 
of  what  it  should  be;  some  towns  in  the  state  collect  all  the  taxes  be- 
fore January  first,  others  have  them  all  collected  by  March  first.  The 
town  has  always  been  obliged  to  borrow  money  during  the  first  part 
of  the  year  in  anticipation  of,  taxes,  but  they  ought  not  to  be  com- 
pelled to  borrow  money  in  December  as  we  have  done  during  the 
month  just  closed,  and  we  shall  have  to  borrow  more  before  the  an- 
nual meeting  in  March. 

We  feel  that  the  thanks  of  the  town  are  due  to  the  several  pub- 
lic officials  who  have  labored  earnestly  through  the  year,  and  in  some 
cases  several  years,  for  the  well-being  of  the  town  without  any  re- 
muneration whatever.

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COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS 
ARTICLE  1— Town  Meetings 

Section  1 .  The  annual  town  meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  in  March  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  financial  year  of  the  town,  for  all  departments  of 
the  town,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  annual  report  of  the  town  officers  shall  be  dis- 
tributed, by  mail  or  otherwise,  to  each  resident  voter  and  tax  payer, 
at  least  one  week  before  each  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  No  action  shall  be  had  at  any  town  meeting  on  the  re- 
port of  any  committee  previously  chosen,  unless  the  subject-matter 
shall  be  specified  in  the  warrant  calling  such  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  complete  set  of  books 
wherein  shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation 
and  the  orders  that  have  been  drawn  against  it;  shall,  when  any  ap- 
propriation has  been  wholly  expended  immediately  make  a  report  of 
the  fact  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department  under  whose 
direction  the  work  for  which  the  appropriation  was  made  is  carried 
on;  at  the  close  of  each  order  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
he  shall  send  to  the  Selectmen  and  the  head  of  the  department  hav- 
ing the  disbursement  of  the  appropriation  a  statement  of  the  balance 
remaining  subject  to  draft;  he  shall,  in  his  annual  report,  give  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  town  for  the 
past  financial  year,  giving  the  amount  of  each  specific  appropriation, 
showing  to  whom  paid,  the  amount  and  the  object  of  the  expendi- 
tures therefrom,  the  receipts  from  each  source  of  income,  the  change, 
if  any,  in  the  town  debt,  and  shall  include  a  list  of,  all  debts  incurred 
and  not  paid,  up  to  and  including  December  3  1  st  each  year,  showing 
to  whom  due,  for  what  due,  and  the  amounts.  Said  statements  shall 
be  arranged,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  conform  to  the  schedule  of  the 
division  of  the  Municipal  Statistics  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

ARTICLE  II— Streets 
Section  1 .     No  person  shall  pasture  any  cattle,  or  other  animals, 
with  or  without  a  keeper,  in  any  street  of  the  town. 
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Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  tie  or  fasten  any  horse,  cattle,  or  team 
to  any  of  the  trees  planted  or  reserved  for  shade  or  ornament  in  any 
public  highways,  streets,  or  public  lands  in  the  town  or  to  any  struc- 
ture put  up  for  the  protection  of  such  trees;  or  except  for  necessary 
repairs,  drive  into  such  trees  or  structures  any  nails,  spikes,  hooks  or 
staples,  or  affix  any  signboards  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  No  owner  or  person  for  the  time  having  the  care  or  use 
of  any  horse  or  other  beast  of  burden,  shall  ride,  drive  or  permit  the 
same  to  go  at  a  faster  rate  than  ten  miles  an  hour  in  any  streets  or 
public  highway  of  the  town,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  death,  acci- 
dent or  fire. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  any  pub- 
lic street  or  way  of,  the  town  any  rubbish,  ashes  or  garbage,  except  for 
the  purpose  of  immediate  removal  therefrom. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  make  any  marks  or  post  any  bills  upon 
any  wall,  fence,  post,  bridge  or  other  structure  within  the  limits  of 
any  street  or  public  highway  in  said  town,  without  having  first  ob- 
tained permission  in  writing  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  make  any  bonfire  in  any  of,  the  streets, 
public  highways  or  public  lands  or  commons  of  the  town. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  coast,  course  or  slide  down,  in  or  along 
any  of  the  sidewalks,  streets  or  public  ways  of  the  town,  except  at 
such  places  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the  Select- 
men shall  first  designate  and  specify  in  writing. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  play  at  ball,  or  throw  ball,  stones, 
sticks  or  other  missiles  within  any  of  the  streets  or  public  ways  of  the 
town;  or  do  the  same  in  any  of  the  public  grounds  of  the  town  with- 
out permission  of  the  Selectmen  first  obtained  in  writing,  but  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  any  of  the  grounds  connected  with  any  of 
the  school  buildings  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  gun,  pistol  or 
firearms,  or  set  fire  to  any  material  known  as  fireworks,  or  throw  any 
such  lighted  fireworks,  in,  into  or  across  any  of  the  public  streets, 
public  highways  or  sidewalks  of  the  town. 

Sec.  1 0.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  to  be  recovered  by 
complaint  before  any  trial  justice  or  district  court  in  the  county  of 
Middlesex  having  jurisdiction. 
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Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen,  Constables  and 
Police  Officers  to  prosecute  and  any  person  injured  may  prosecute 
any  violations  of  any  of,  the  preceding  sections  of  this  article,  by  com- 
plaint as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  providing,  however,  that  all  prose- 
cutions shall  be  commenced  within  one  month  from  the  date  of  such 
violation. 

Sec.  12.  All  penalties  recovered  from  violation  of  any  of  the 
preceding  sections  of  this  article  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  town,  to  be  applied  to  such  use  as  the  town  from  time  to  time 
shall  direct. 

ARTICLE  III 

Section  1 .  The  Selectmen  may  license  suitable  persons  as 
junk-collectors,  to  collect,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  junk,  old  metals, 
and  second-hand  articles  from  place  to  place  in  the  town;  and  they 
may  provide  that  such  collectors  shall  display  badges  upon  their  per- 
sons or  upon  their  vehicles,  or  upon  both,  when  engaged  in  collecting, 
transporting  or  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals,  or  second-hand  articles; 
and  may  prescribe  the  design  thereof.  They  may  also  provide  that 
all  articles  of  merchandise  therein  and  any  place,  vehicle  or  recptacle 
used  for  the  collection  or  keeping  of  the  articles  aforesaid,  may  be 
examined  at  all  times  by  the  Selectmen  or  by  any  person  by  them 
authorized  to  make  such  examination.

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REPORT  OF  AUDITORS 


To  the  Voters  of  Townsend : 

We  have  examined  the  books  and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer, 
Collector  of  taxes,  for  the  years  1 909,  1910,  1912,  1918,  1919,  1920 
and  1921,  also  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  (Worthy  Poor  Account), 
Town  Clerk,  Librarian,  Cemetery  Commissioners  and  the  Janitor  of 
Memorial  Hall,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921,  and  find 
them  correct. 

In  auditing  the  1920  taxes,  we  found  that  the  collector  paid  to 
the  treasurer  $2.37  more  than  he  collected. 

In  our  report  for  last  year,  we  called  attention  to  the  difference 
between  the  Collector's  report  and  the  Treasurer's  report  of  uncol- 
lected taxes  for  the  year  1920.  An  examination  of  the  accounts 
show  that  this  difference  had  not  been  adjusted,  at  the  date  of  our 
audit.  We  would  respectfully  call  attention  to  this  matter  again  and 
urge  that  the  matter  be  corrected.

year;  one  Assessor,  one  School  Committee,  one  Trustee 
of  the  Public  Library,  one  Park  Commissioner,  one 
Cemetery  Commissioner,  for  three  years.  Also  to  vote 
Yes  or  No  on  the  question:  "Shall  Licenses  be  granted 
for  the  sale  of  certain  non-intoxicating  beverages  in  this 
town?"  The  polls  will  be  open  at  six  o'clock  A.  M.,  and 
may  be  closed  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.  of  said  day.  Also, 
to  act  on  the  following  articles,  which,  with  the  exception 
of  Article  1 ,  will  be  taken  up  at  one  o'clock : 

Article  1 .     To  choose  a  Moderator. 

Art.  2.    To  choose  all  officers  not  required  by  law  to  be 
chosen  by  ballot.
